the the Iewes inthe ſecond yeare of their com< 
ming, laid the foundation of the Temple, chap, 
3,3, Ncuerthelefſe ſhortly afterthey had done 
{9, they were forthwith hindred from procee- 
ding inthe worke of the Lord, by diucrfe mali- 
cious aduerfaries wholaboured their hindrance 
tothe vitermoſt ofthat they could any way pro- 
cure. The worke therfore fiayed, cuenfrom the 
third ycare of Cyrus, that it could not proſpe- 
roufly goe forward, vntill the ſecond yeare of 
Darius the ſonne'of Ahaſhucroſh, of whom 
nention was made'a litle before , Ezra chap. 4. 
yerſ.5.24-and Zacharie,chap. 1. 1. This ſecond 
yeare of Darius, was the 32. yeare after the 
Jewes returne, as may eaſily be percejued, in fo 
much as the 19.ycarofthe ſame Darius (which 
wasrheyeare before Nehemiah came in com- 
miſſon,for the finiſhing ofthe walles and gates 
of [cruſalem, Nehem.t.r.) it was the 49, after 
their returne; according to the ſpeech of the 
Angell Gabriel to Daniel, alleadged before. 
| Thereaſonof the hinderance of the Lords 
building,euen ſoſoone afterthe gratious com- 
miſſion of Cyrus king of Perha, and Darius of 
the Medes, it ſeemeth to have bene this; thar 
Darius ofthe Medes dying ſhonly after, and 


. Cyrus followinghis warres abroad; Artaſhaſht 


the ſonne of Cyrus ( called of Grecke writers 
Cambyſes) being king or Viceroy in peace at 
home, was willing to hearkento the accuſation 


of 
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 cfthe Tewes adverſaries: andſo was Ahaſhue- 
 roſhalſoafter him, Ezra. ch.4. 5.6.7. And this 
 ſeemeth to bethe cauſe of Daniels great griefe, 
ch. 10,1-2.3.Morcouer the Jewes were too ca» 
fily diſcouraged,& ofthemſeclues ouer flothfull, 
as may appeare bythe carnelt reproofes which 
the Lord giueththe by his holy Prophets. Hag. 

2.&c.Neuecr- 
 thelefle, ſoloone as they reſumed the worke, 
| andatthe inſtigation of che Prophets, earnel!- 
ly ſetyponit; according to that we reade fur- 
 ther,Ezra,chap.g.1.2, by the fingular miercie of 
God, they findefo gratious furtherance at the

chap. 1.1 ,(&c.and chap.2.x. &c. The which fer- 
uice of perfecting & finiſhing the whole worke 
he gidthroughthe bleſſing of God , performe 
with all faithfulneſle, and fingular expedition; 
that is, ir;the ſpace of 52 dayes, by the willing 
and incuſtrious diligence of the thouſands of 
Iuda.T hus wonderfully did the Lord from time 
totime , proſper his worke in the hands of his 
ſeryanmts, when they did earncltly ſet vpon it, 
contrarieto allthe malignant indeuours of the 
wizked, Reade Nenem. 2.17. & chap. 3.1.%c. 
& chap.6, 1.&c.15.16, And thus wasthe whole 
building of Ieruſalem|perfeRted at the end of 
the firlt ſeuen weekes of yeares, as was obſer- 

ued before in Ezra. | 
Nehemiah having | brought the outward 
buildingsto this perfection, he remaineth ſill 
among the Iewes, a gratious Gouernour and 
foſter-father of Gods Church and people, by 
the lpace of 1 2 yeares : thatis, from the ewen- 
tichyeare of Datius king ofPerfia, tothe 32, 
yes of his reigne. This Darius was the moſt 
ounreous benefattor which the Tewes euer 
had,am6g allthe heathen Princes,vnder whoſe

ly this is ſpecificd,. that hee renewed a worthie 
ſeruice among the people of God, tothe great 
honour and je of God, andrtothe ſingular 
benefite of tus people,in reforming the abuſes, 
both of the houſe and Offices, and alſo of the 

Sabbath ofthe Lord.Readchap.1 3.7.8. - 

Andthus the Iewesthe people of God, were 

in proſperous eſtate, and gratiouſly protected 
andbleſled of God, vnderthe reigne ofthe Per- 
ſian kings , astheſe books of Ezra& Nehemiah

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do declare,forthe better half of thoſe hundreth 
andthirue yeares,while their Monarchie(com- 
bined withthe Medes) did continue. Asrou- 
ching the latter part of their reigne, it may pro- 
bably be conceiuedof vs, thar 4 kingsof Per 
fra whichſucceeded, were no enemies tothe 
people and true worſhip of God , which their 
predeceſlors had fo propully fauourcd & pri- 
uiledged: and the rather becauſe of the troubles 
which aroſe vnto them from the Grecians,Dan.

JF Ere,letvsin afew words note by the tray, 
A.cocerning the book of Elter, that though 
it beplaced in erderafter the booke of Nehe- 
miah, yetthe notable and verie memorable hi- 
ſtotic ofthe TJewes wonderſu! deliucrance from 
the! intended maſſacre of Haman deſcribed 
tnexein, was by molt likelihood fulfilled in the 
time of the reigne of Ahaſkueroſh mentioned 
before inthe ſecond chap. of Ezra verſe 6.(This 
Abaſhucroſhinthe booke of Eſter and that A- 
haſhueroſhinthe booke of Ezra being all one) 
And the «leliuerice was wrought inthe ewelfth 
orthirreerth yeare of the kings reigne, as we 
readEtter chap. 2.verſes 7. 12.1n which hiſtory, 
nore theſe ſpecial! things:firlt. that God would 
by the great danger whichfcllvpon the Iewes, 

COIs 
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corre rhe flackneſle of them in returning to 
their owne land,out ofthoſe prophane nations: 
Secondly ,that Gods mercie was wonderfull, 
in ſpanng of theirliues. And laſt of all, the ſlack- 
neflc ofthe people that were already returned 
to Ieruſalem,may hence be diſcouered, in that 
notwithitanding Mordecay after their deliue- 
rance was in hi oh fauor with the king , and ve- 
ry carefull for hispart,to procure the wealth of 
his people, Eſter chap. 10. 2.3.they did forall 
that, oreatly foreſlowe the building ofthe houſe 
of God, as we haue ſeene before. Thus much 
concerning the booke of Eſter , withoutineer- 
ruptio of the former courſe of the hiſtorie, Now 
letvs go forward to the relt of the 490 yeares, 
recorded before out of the prophehic of Daniel.

V E haue feene alreadyfromthe books Q | 


of Ezra,Nehemiah,and Eſter , what Danicl 


was the itate of the Tewesfor the former part of 
theſe 490 yearcsof Daniel: and it may alſo be 
diſcerned fro Daniel himfelfe.Wherein,though 
they had theirtroubles,yer it was ratherproſpe« 
rous,then aduerſe and troubleſome. Bur as tou- 


ching the middle part of the ſame 490 yeares; | 


that is, from the time that Alexander of Mace- 
donia had ſubdued the Perfians vnderthe Gre» 


eizns ;the Iewes more & more cortupting theix 
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wayes,andthe worſhip of God (as itis euident 
bytheprophetic of Malachic the lalt ofthe pro- 
phets, whom God ſent much about thattime, 
or notlong before, vehemently corcprouetheir 
molt gricuous and enormious f1nnes) they are 
throughtheiult iudgementot God, becaule of 
the hardnefle and impenitencie of their heans, 
heauily aftlicted,opprefled,and ipoyled by ſun- 
dric and diuerſe ncathen kings;lpecially,by the 
depided ſucceſſors of Alexander,comparedto 
ten hornes,Dan.ch.7.24. whom alſo, inreſpett 
ofthe ſituation of Iuda, he partly calleth Sou- 
therne kings(namely thoſe five Prolomies,who 
ſuecefſiucly ruledin Egypt) and partly he cal- 
Icchthem Northerne kings: ofthe which, three 
bare the name of Seleuchus,and foure were cal. 
led by the name of Antiochus, with ſome difte- 
rence ot Sir-names, who ruled in Syria, accor- 
ding to that which we reade Dan, ch. 8,and ch, 
19.and chap.11,The fulfilling of which prophe- 
hezis plainely andplentifully teſtified by rhe re- 
cofds of veric manie heathen Hiſtoriographers, 
forthe ſpace of 149 ycares (whoſe writings are 
extant among ys)thatis,fromthe beginning of 
the Grecian monarchy by Alexider, tothe end 
ofthe reigne of chat molt vile & barbarousper- 
{equtor Antiochus Epiphanes; with whom Da- 
niel endeth his prophefie, touching the ſpeciall 
afflictions of Iuda,chap, 1.verſe 21-&c. tothe 
end ofthe chapter. Readealfothe firſt booke of 
. Machabees, chop.t. verſy, &c, Afterthat Ale- 
Som xander 
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xanderthe Macedonian, the ſon ofPhilip,went 
forth of the land of Chictim, and flewe Darius 
king ofthe Perſians and Medes,and reigned for 
him,ashe had before in Grecia,he tooke greaT 
warresin hand,&c.and yerſes 8.9. 10.11. So Ale- 
xander had reigned 12 yeares when he died, 
And his ſeruirs reigned euery one in his roome. 
And they all cauſed themſelues ro be crowned 
after his death, | and ſo did their children after 
thein manic yeares, and much wickedneſſe in- 
creaſed inthe world. For out of thele came the 
wicked roote, even Antiochus Epiphanes the . 
forrof K. Antiochus, which had bene an hoſtage 
at Rome, andhereigned inthe 137. yeareof 
the/kingdome of the Greekes. And chap. 6.16. 
King Antiochus died in the 149. yeare. 

Now concerning the laſt part of the 490 
yearesof Daniel;thar is to ſay, fro the miſerable 
end of Antjochusin his reigne , tothe dearh of 
our Sauiour Chriſt , which was the ſpace of 21 1 
yeares; the greater part was ſpent inthe weak- 
ning and waſting of the Greeke monarchie, 
partly by the ill ſucceſſe of their warres againſt 
Iuda,zand partly by their wars among theſclues, 
according to the propheſie of Daniel, chap. 2. 
41.42.43.44. bur chiefly by the Romanes,who 
alrogether ſubdued them, according as Ezekiel 
prophefied thatthey ſhould. Reade ch. 38, and 
chap. 39. Theſe propheſfies were fulfilled about 
threeſcore yeares before the ſeuentic ſeuens of 
Daniel were expircd.For ſo many yeares patled

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from the vtter ſuppreſſing of the Grecians bro. 
ken Monarchic, andthe end of thoſe yeares, 
Now therefore , albeir luda ( firengthened of 
God)did fro the endot vile Antiochus his reign, 
recoucr their kingdome and gouernment , and 
obtained the free poſietſion ofthe citie of God, 
by the mighty yalourof ludas Machabzus(read 
1. Machab. chap. 3. 1,243. 4.&c. In his a&ts hee 
was like a Lion,&c, and ch. 6. verl. 58.59. The 
heathen finding theraſelues to decreaſe dayly, 
they conſent that the Tewes ſhould liue atter 
their law as they did afore,, and they agree of 
peace, Read alto 2.Machab.chap.10.1.2-3.&c. 
Machabzus and nis company throughthe help 
ofthe Lord wannethe Temple and the citic a« 
gaine,&c. andchep. 15. 38. Thus farre concer- 
ning Nicanors matters, and from thattimethe 
Hebrewes hadrhe citic in poſſeſſion.) And al. 
though the Romanes after they had gotten the 
leuercigntie,did nothing againſt the religionof 
che Iewes; yetthcir eltate,euen atthe belt, was 
full of miſerie,by reaſon ofthe manifold corrup- 
tions of God; worſhip among themſelues, and 
becaufe oftheir great wickeadnes inthe courſe 
ofrheirlife, ſpecially among their lvgh Prielts, 
leaders and guides.Forthey were of divers ſects 


both Phariſies and Sadduces, as we reade inthe 
Golpell,yea and Efizi alſo,as other oriesmake 
mention. Wherunto the Prophet Zacharie hath 
reſpc&,chap. 11.8.,wherethe Lord threatencth 
before hand,that he would cur off three Shep- 
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heards in one moneth, in ſo much as his ſoule 
lothed them,&c,Which alſo came to paſſe,after 

they had ſhewed themlelucs obttinare and in- 
corrigible,cucnto the reieRiing of our Sauiour 
Chritt. For hereby they prouoked God inthe 
highcſt degree; andcherefore he ſent the Ro» _ 
maae armic in his wrath,totake their nation vt-= 

rerly awayzas we are herafterfurcher to obſerue,

deſtruction of the worlde by water an hun- 
dreth and twentic yeares before it came to paſle 
Gen.chap, 6.verl. 9. &c. Fhis huge andterrible 
idgement of God , fell ypon the worldin the 
yeare which was afterthe creationtherof 165 6, 
ah propheſied allo that the poſteritie of
